WHAT THE COLLEGE VOTE 
SIGNIFIES 


The significance of Lhc straw vote 
taken on the ratification of the peace 
treaty at nearly 500 colleges last 
week does not arise from any supe¬ 
rior intelligence that may be claimed 
for the college man. This referen¬ 
dum is instructive In its results be¬ 
cause it covered every part of the 
country and included the votes of 
nearly 1J0,001.) persons. Of this num¬ 
ber, nearly 1)8.000, or considerably 
more than two-thirds, expressed 
themselves in favor of unreserved 
ratification or of ratification with 
compromise reservations. Less than 
28,UU0 votes wire cast in favor of 
the Lodge reservations ami unly 11,- 
i) U in favor uf rejecting the treaty 
id together. 

[This would menu that proposition 1 
(unreserved ratification) received 
about 70,0(JO votes.] 

It is rarely that any straw vote, 
whether taken at college or elsewhere, 
shows so strong a drift of opinion in 
one direction. Ninety per cent, of 
those who voted were in favor of 
having the treaty ratified in some 
form or other and that is probably a 
f«ir appraisal of public opinion 
throughout flic country us n whole, 

[Only (on per rent of (he votes fav¬ 
ored proposition J.] 

Seventy per rent, favored ratifica¬ 
tion without drastic changes, and 
whether this bo taken at its face value 
or not, it undoubtedly indicates that 
a speedy compromise on the issues 
now before the Senate would bo wel¬ 
comed hy our people as a whole. 

li is a mistake to think that the 
li: livers! ties and colleges of the Unit¬ 
ed States, taking them hh n whole, 
draw their students from any single 
class of the population. The- state 
universities and the small country in- 
^dilutions of the South and West ar j 
recruited very largely from the fam¬ 
ilies of farmers and wage-eamerB. 
Yet they have for the most part 
shown a stronger partiality to unre¬ 
served ratification or compromise 
than have the older universities and 
collages of the East. The opponent* 
of ratification would have been quick 
to make use of this referendum luid 
the result been Lo their likimi.—Bos¬ 
ton Herald.— (From “The Exoniaiv’.

gram: 

"The experience of the American 
Expeditionary Forces in France 
showed that Americans were able 
readily to change from our existing 
system of weights and measures to 
the metric system, I think the prin¬ 
cipal ad vantage a of the metric sys¬ 
tem are summer! up in the fact that 
this is the only system which lias a 
purely scientific basis. Not the least 
advantage of the fact that the metric 
system is based on scientific princi¬ 
ples is the facility which that sys¬ 
tem gives to calculations of all kinds, 
from the simplest to the most com¬ 
plex, 

“I believe that it would be very de¬ 
sirable to extend the use of the metric 
system in the United Status to the 
greatest possible extent,”
